Government statistics showed 
that the strike had hurt the 
economy more than had been 
believed. The Commerce De~ 
partment. reported the gross 
national output skidded from a 
$484, 500,000,000 annual rate in 
the second quarter to 
$478,000,000,000 in the third. 
This was fully $2,400 million Icss 
than originally estimated for the 
July-September period. 

The third quarter drop would 
have been eveh higher, ground 
$11,000 millon, the Department 
sald, if it had not been for gains 
in consumer spending, increased 
government outlays and the long- 
awaited improvement 
America's foreign trade balance. 
The $11,000 million drop on 
paper was in cffect the rate at 
avhich the spring’s record build- 
up of inventories was belng used 
up onee the sirlke started. 

‘Estimates for the final quarter 
showed: a gross national p! uct 
ata rate af $486,000,000,000. 
This, if true, would = mean a 
total figure cf production and 
services for’ 1959 of about 
$480,000,000,000. It would be 2 
new record despite the setbacks 
and would be fully eight per 
cent above 1958 when the gross 
national product totalled 
$441,700,000,000, 


Output Figures 


Another set of statistics show- 
od industrial production’ in 
October dropped to a scven— 
month low, an index figure of 
148 based on the 1947-99 
average. The peak of produc- 
tion this year was reached in 
June, the last month with the 
stee! mills in full operation. i 
stood then at 155, The original 
estimate of 148 for September 
savas increostd dy the Fedcral 
Reserve Board to 149. in view 
of a record output of non- 
durabje goods, But In October 
poth -goft and hard goods output 
fell asa result of dwindling 
steel invgntarics._ 

Yet another set. of statistics 
showed new home construction 
dropped 13 per cent in October, 
the third straight monthly de-
